N«w York. Not. 16.— The allagad 
Oerman apy. Robert Ftay, who. attar 
^ghtlng In tha Gorman army bi 
the trenAaa. eaoM to this country to 
carry oat a plot for destroying ships 
of tha alllaa. ahlliiig tram thia port 
with mtmitiona of wair, sent a hurry 
caU from hta o^ in the Tombs for 
WllUam J. Flynn, chief of the secret 
aarvlce, and John C. Knox, special aa- 
slstant United States attorney. 

The ex-lieutenant was eager to talk 
to somebody. It was clear that he 
had come to some decision about his 
future attitude regarding the charges 
against him and he must unburden 
himself at once. Mr. Knox could rot 
be reached, but the chief reached the 
Tombs just as reportera were gather- 
ing there in tha hopo of emnmimleat- 
Ing with Fay. 

The reason for Fay's apparent 
change of attitude toward the govern- 
ment officials has been apparent for 
several days. Though he has done 
everything In his power to shield men 
associated with him, he has learned 
that certain persons who were allied 
with him have not been as staunchly 
faithful as he. 

For more than an hour the chief 
talked with Fay in the counsel room 
and he Is reported to have taken notes 
even more copiously than a reporter. 
What was discussed between the head 
of the secret service and the alleged 
bomb plotter could not be learned 
from Mr. Flynn. 

Prom reliable sources, however, the 
following three stsBlfleaat facts wun 
learned : 

First. That Fay baa o B ai o d to toni 
state's evidence. 

Second. The story which Fay has 
told about himself has been, verified 
in Europe almost to a word. 

Third. The United States has evi- 
dence corroborating Fay's story, as al- 
ready printed, and connecting the Ger- 
man eeeret service with the plans to 
wreck munlUcm shipa. blow np or set 
lire to nmltlon tmelottn in tUa ooan- 
try. 

If Fay swings over to the prosecu- 
tion's side, it seems certain that Wal- 
ter Scholz. his mechanician and chief 
aid, will do likewise. He. howevor. 
was not called in to the conference.

For the moment, the polttleal atton- 
tion is graver than the military. The 
central powers again have protested 
to Greece against the landing of allied 
troope at Salonika. King Conatantlne 
Is reported to have replied that as 
Salonica is an open port there has 
been no infringement of Greek rights 
in the landing and that Greece will 
remain neutral until one of the bel- 
ligerents has transgressed against 
those rights. 

The Servians are lighting continu- 
ously, however, and are inflicting con- 
siderable losses on their pursuers. 

Along the eastern front the Servians 
appear to be holding their own agalnat 
the Bulgarians and are making a. 
stand on the western bank of the lf» 
rava river. So stubborn has been ttaetr 
resistance the Bulgarians have had to 
call for assistance from the Anstro- 
German artillery in their effort to 
drive the defenders out of Katchanik 
pass. Thus far they have been unsuc- 
cenaful. 

The nritlsh and French troope, 
which are receiving reinforcements, 
are meeting with some success, and, 
besides repulsing the Bulfrarlan at- 
tacks, have undertaken small otfen- 
alve movements with good results. 
The Austro Germans and the Bulger^ 
ians, however, made such progress 
from the beginning of the campaign 
that it will take aorloas work new to 
check them. 

The Russians have definitely re- 
pelled Field Marshal von Hindenburg's 
drive toward Riga, and Dvinsk and 
along the Dvina rtver and have tlHBK 
selves l>een able to make only slow* 
progress in the marsh region west of 
Riga. 

Along the St.\T river in the south 
the Austro-Germans by a counter- 
stroke have pierced the Russian lines 
and captured 1.500 prisoners, accord- 
ing to the Berlin official statement. 

On the western front there have 
been no events of importaneo.

Official Report Says Austrian Subma- 
rine Gave the Jtaliaii Commander 

Forty-five Minutes to Abandon the 
Liner and Blames the Crew For 
Loss of Life— Adds That Vaoad At- 
tempted to Escape. 

; Washington. Nov. 15. — The case of 
t%e Italian liner Ancona. which has 
iM^n a pnzsle to the state department 
il'er dnee she waa torpedoed In the 
iiediterranean last Tuesday, was pre- 
sented in still a new light with the 
iasuanoe of a statement by the Ans- 
tiD-Unnsariaa emtwaay giving the ofii- 
^ aeicoimt of the destmctton ot the 
hner. In this statement the Austro- 
Ilungarian government assumes full 
reeponsibllity for the sinking of the 
Afecona. This means that the re- 
ported statement by the Italian gov- 
ernment that a German submarine 
sank the Ancona will have to be sup- 
ported by proof before it will be ac- 
cepted aa a baals for aetioa by this 
government. 

While the Austro-Hungarlan state- 
ment, if accepted as correct, disposes 
of the question as to whether the An- 
cona was warned before being attack- 
ed. It raises still another issue in 
which the United States government 
may prove to be vitally concerned. In 
case it is shown that any Americans 
were killed by the actual torpedoing 
of the Ancona — that is, that they lost 
their Hves on tlie vessel when she 
went doinrn ratkv than by bdng hit 
by sheila.' or after leadng the ahlp In 
MCaboata-^t la beUered the United 
States trffl protest on the ground that 
tiM veaad 'waa torpedoed betore all 
her passengers and crew had left her. 
Whether ABnierleans were actually 
loft in ttila manner haa aot been 
shown. In tUa aspect the ease Is 
sitaillar to that ct the Fhlaba. the 
fisst case In wtoth an Amerlcaa 'wa* 
klUeA h^ - Oerman anbmarlne opera- 
tions.

A great niimber 
ot boata. probably snffldent to save 
passengers, remained nnooenpied. 
After fifty minutes, the sahmarlne. in 
presence of approaching ateamer, 
subm erg ed and torpedoe d Aaoona.

The hall floors, stairways, walls and 
relHngs, including the attic, can be 
stained in walnut, which gives a digni- 
fied tvpeaianc& Make the stairways 
of the style known as "mill steps" and.

SCARCITY OF QUAIL 

In 1911, during the session immedi- 
ately preceding the creation of the 
game laws, the Federal OOrenunent 
dlsooTsred Vuft large qoaiiWytes of 
quail were being sold In the northern 
and eastern markets, and that these 
birds had been shipped ia violation ol 
the federal laws covering JatOTState 
shipments of game. 

The commission firms distributing 
these birds were all prosecuted, and 
by tracing the shipments to the firms, 
the Government officials discovered 
that great quantities of the quail had 
come from Kentucky; in fact. 150,000 
were shipped out of Kentucky in 1911, 
13,700 being shipped from two points 
in Gallatin county. 

All of the parties making illegal 
shipments were tried in the federal 
courts of Kentucky and convictions 
followed in evet7 case. The United 
States Government knew, in a general 
way ,that shipments were being made 
from Kentucky, but in this work, as in 
other branches of the Government, 
they desired to help only those states 
who were making an honest endeavor 
to help tbemtelves. 

It was the common practice of V^i 
larger hotels and restaurants in Ken- 
tucky, before the creation of the Game 
and Fish Commission, to annually sell 
large quantities of quail Illegally 
bought and sold. A number of caAes 
were made against one of the leading 
hotel companies in Kentucky, and we 
are pleased to say that this Illeg^ 
practice has been stopped.

PHEASANT DISTRIBUTION 



In March, 191B, a distribution of Ens- 
lish ringneck pheasants was made by 

the Commission. These birds were 
purchased in England and shipped to 
Philadelphia, where they were received 
by a representative of the Commissio.i 
and shipped in crates of fifteen birds, 
ten hens and five cocks, to each coun- 
ty in the state, where they were re- 
ceived and separated into trios, two 
hens and a cock, and these birds were 
liberated by persons with whom the 
Commission had made arrangements, 
on lands controlled by them. 

Reports from 73 counties show an in- 
crease of 2,656 birds,, which indicates 
a gratifying condition and places the 
number of these splendid game birds 
at lil>erty in Kentucky at something 
above six thousand. Some of the birds 
were held in captivity, but in nearly 
every instance these experiments re- 
sulted in failure, but the birds that 
were turned loose and allowed to rear 
their own young, id practically every 
instance produced and raised a covey. 

The result of these experiments 
have so encouraged the Commission 
that another importation of pheasants 
is planned, and we hope to liberate 
three thousand more of these birds In 
the spring of 1916 The distribution of 
pheasants aroused great interest, and 
we received many requests for set- 
tings of eggs and purchased 800 from 
a game dealer in Pennsylvania, which 
were sent by parcela post to those who 
had applied. We also shipped 265 from 
the Kentucky Game Preserve on Pine 
Mountain, in Bell county. 

The reports show that a large per- 
centage of eggB did not hatch, and 
where broods were hatched they soon 
died, so the distribution proved a 
failure. 

It is unlawful to kill any ringneck 
pheasant at any time of the year, and 
the Commission appeals to you for 
your assistance in protecting them un- 
til they increase sufficiently to permit 
hunting.

T«xt of th« L«Mon, Jonah iii, 1-10. 
Memory Versa, 10 — Golden Text, 
Matt, xxviii, 19, 20 — Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Steama. 

Any one who qaestloiia tbe traUi or 
Uie reaUtjr of tbis atory of Jonab casta 
dlacredlt ob tbe Ltnd Jesna Christ, for 
He caUed Jonah a prophet and said 
that Ilia three daya and nights in the 
belly of (tie flab were typical of His 
own three days and nlghta between His 
death and reanrrection. He alao apoke 
of the repentance of the people of 
Nineveh under tbe preaching of Jonah 
and of a fature Jud^meat (Matt, zli, 
39-41; Luks xl, 32). To question the 
words of the Lord Jesus is to question 
God the Father, for He said that tbe 
Father always told Him what to say 
(John xU, 41-m). Jesus Christ said. "I 
am The Truth," and God la called "the 
God of Truth" (John-xlv, G; Isa. Ixv, 
IS'. I'iicrefore let our hearts cry, "Let 
God be true, b\it every man a liar;" 
"For we cnn do nothing ngninst tbe 
truth, but for the truth" (Rom. ill, 4; 
II Cor. xili, 8). 

When Jonah is mentioned people al- 
ways tbinlk of the flsh, whereas the 
flsh is mentioned but four times in 
the book, while God or Lord Is men- 
tioned forty times. We are not as 
right with God .as we might be until 
we give the same relative importance 
to people uiid things th:it lie does; 
therefore let us not magnify the flsh, 
but the Lord. This Is called a foreign 
missionary lesson, nnd it Is certainly 
a good one on that topic, as we shall 
see. Two of the great foundation 
truths of the Bible ore "God is love" 
and "The Lord is not willing that any 
should perish" (I John iv, 8, IG; II 
Pet ill, 0). In this lesson we see a 
great city of at least 600,<X)0 people 
(120.000 children) and much cattle, and 
there was great wickedness in the city 
(Jonah 1. 2; ir. 11). bnt God would rath- 
er jsave than destroy tliem, and He 
amt Jonah to call upon tlmn to repeut 
that He mlgbt apore them. 

Tbat ia always God's attftnde to the 
world lying in the wicked one. He 
commandeth all men everywhere to re- 
pent, .for He will have all men to be 
saved nnd to come onto tbe knowledge 
of tbe tmtb (Acta zvlL 30; I Tim. U, 8, 
4). But bow can tbey know onlan 
aome one tells? So Jtmab is called of 
God to go and t^ fRnevdi that, while 
tbe Lord does not wlsb them to per 
lab, onleas tbey repmt Judgment will 
come in forty days (1. 1. 2; ill. 4). At 
first Jonab is unwilling to go and jteeks 
to flee from tbe calL Tlien follows 
tbe record of tbe voyage to Tarsliish 
begun seemi ngly so favorably, bnt sod- 
denly interrupted, for God sent two 
detectives to arrest His man and bring 
blm back. A great wind to stop him 
and a great flsh to bring blm ashore 

0, 4, 17). Arrested on tbe blgb seas 
and brouj^t hack. It rods Uke an iq> 
to date story, for our God is always 
qp to date and away ahead. Look at 
die wlndess and rapid transit as seen 
In tbe story of Daniel and Gabriel 
(Dan^ ix. 3. 20^ 21). 

As to the present day attitude of 
•qtaee who profess to' be tbe Lord's 
people toward the command of our 
Golden Text and of Mark xvl, 15; 
Luke xxiv, 47; John sx, 21, 23; Acts 

1, 8, could there be a more vivid pic- 
ture than that of Jonab on this ship 
before the captain woke him up? The 
only man on the ship who knew the 
true God fast asleep, while tbe heathen 
sailors earnestly cried unto tbelr gods. 
Those who have the Bible and in It 
the knowledge of tbe living and true 
God and of salvation by Jesus Christ 
for all who will receive II Im are as 
Indifferent to tbe welfare of the mil 
lions of so called heathen who are ear- 
nestly calling upon their gods as was 
Jonab when fast asleep on that ship. 
They need to bear the cry of that 
shipmaster: "What meanest thou, O 
sleeper? Arise, call upon thy God, if 
so be that God will think upon us that 
we perish not" (I, (ii. 

if we had anointed ears we might hear 
the heathens .lay, ' Ari.'^e and tell us of 
thy God and of His great salvation." 
And we would surely hear God saying, 
"Whom shall I send and who will go 
for us?" (Isa. vl, 8.) If Gud was 
seeking In this age to win the world to 
Himself both He and we might well 
be discouraged, but He ia not discour- 
aged, and He cannot fall (Isa. ziil, 4). 
This book of Jonah shows us his plan. 
Jouab was an Israelite. After his res- 
urrection from the dead, in a figure, 
be went to Nlueveh and preached the 
preaching tbat the Lord bade him. 
and a whole city repented (cbapt»^ iii). 
I do not know of another instance on 
record of a whole city ttiming to God. 
Xow see the foreshadowing of His plan. 

Israel has long been rebellious, but 
when they shall see the Lord Jesus, 
the risen Christ, their glorious and 
glorified Messiah, coming in His glory, 
as Saul saw Him on the way to Da- 
mascus, they will receive Him and 
with the zeal of Paul will speedily 
make Him known to all tbe world, and 
whole nattotts will turn to Him and 
be saved (Isa. xxv, 9: xxvll. 6; xixt, 
10; Ui 9. 10; lx,-l-jt: Rom. xl, 12, 13) 
Notice in this book bow God used a 
wind, a fish, a worm and even snch 
a strange man as Jonah and. being 
first of all sure that you are redeem- 
ed by the precioos blood of Jesus 
Christ say to Him with all your heart.

^ Over Five Hundrad Men Convicted For Violations- 
j -. English Pheasants Liberated By Commission 
Are Protected For Number of Years

Frankfort, Ky. — (Special.) — The 
Game and Fish Commission since the 
last report has convicted 561 men for 
violation of the law. They took the 
chance of beating the wardens. How 
much bettor it would have been for 
them to have taken out their license. 
They would have had the aatisfaction 
of feeling that they were helping the 
enforcement of law and contributing 
to better game conditions and were 
not cheaters. 

The money collected for sale of 
hunters' license has been, and is be- 
ing, economically spent for the en- 
tore«iB«nt of the laws and the re- 
•tocktng of the fields and streams with 
game and fish. 

The Commission Is taking this 
means of again warning the hunters, 
not only to take out their license, but 
to always carrj- them when hunting. 
English Pheasants. 

The 2,600 English pheasants liberated 
by the Commission are protected for a 
number of years, and a warning is 
hereby given to every one who kills 
tlieae valnable and costly birds, that 
If caught, he will be prosecuted. 
Now, Mr. Hunter, If you see a strange 
bird do not run your legs oif to destroy 
It, but take every possible means not 
to Injure it yourself, and do not let 
an opportunity escape you to urge 
others to do likewise. These pheasants 
were bought with your money, so see 
that they are protected until they In- 
eraase anffleiently to allow ahooting. 
Conditions in Other States. 

In other states where conditions are 
Bot ao Ideal as h^re they now have 
pheaaanta In plenty. It is up to you, 
Mr. Hunter, to do your part to help 
the Commission protect them. Get 
busy. Your wardens will be in the 
lleld every day during the hunting sea- 
son and for a considerable time be- 
forehand, to see that each hunter has 
his license, and that the "Sooner" is 
curbed in hia selfish desire. Please 
help the wardena. remembering that 
they are working for and not against 
yon. We want to enllat the aetlre co- 
operation of every man In Kentucky 
who has a hunting license in protecting 
your own game from the cheater. We 
want you to realize that it is you who 
are being cheated by the game hog, 
the pot hunter and the chap who hunts 
out of aeaaon without a license. 

Our wardena are doing effective 
work. Howerer, the state la large and 
unless the sportsmen and farmers re- 
port the infractions of the hunting 
laws, either to the wardena or to the 
State Department, aone violators are 
bound to escape. 

Hunters Themselves Lose. 

What we wish to impress upon the 
aportsman w):o takes out his license 
and obeys the law, is that every viola- 
tor is cheating him. Those who set 
about to deplete the game supply un- 
warrantably, either for gain o» through 
greed, or who hunt out of season, to 
some extent succeeds in robbing the 
licensed hunter of th(> benefits for 
w'hich he spends his money In purchas- 
ing his license. 

If the sportsmen can get the idea 
fliearly into their mlnda that the law 



is for their protection as well as for 
the protection of the landowner and 
the conservation of valuable food, sup- 
ply, and that the violators of game reg- 
ulations is beyond the law, a cheater 
against whom every man's hand should 
be raised, it will not be long until we 
shall again see the fields and forests 
full of game and Kentucky afTordlng 
some of the best field sport in the 
country. 

Now. Mr. Hunter, won't yon help by 
setting a good- example and jipreading 
the sentiment for obedience to the law 

wherever you go? Condemn the un- 
lawful hunter and the pot hunter and 
try to show him the light. If he does 
not take kindly to your suggestions, 
report the violation of the law to the 
wardena in your county and the office 
of the Commission at Frankfort. Boost 
the game and thereby make more 
pleasure for yourself and at the same 
time Increase the value of the license 
for which you pay. The money you 
pay for your license is your contribu- 
tion towards the enforcement of the 
law and the propagation of game. Get 
behind your money with your personal 
influence and conditions are bouni? to 
Improve. 

Lawful to Kill. 

Quail, rabbits, squirrels, woodcock, 
wild duck, wild goose, can be shot 
from November 15 to January L, 

Unlawful to Ship. 

It la unlawful to ship quail, native 

pheasant, or wild turkey within the 
State of Kentucky at any time, but 
these birds, when lawfully killed and 
in possession of the hunter, may be 
carried by the hunter, or in the bag- 
gage cars, when properly marked. 

When shipping rabbits, squirrels, or 
wild ducks, within or without the 
state, the package ahould be plainly 
marked, giving the eontenta of the 
package, and the name and addreaa of 
the consignor as well as that of the 
consignee. 

It is unlawful to ship any game out 
of the state, or the hides of fur-bear- 
Inp animals, without clearly marking 
the package as above directed. To 
ship unmarked is in violation of the 
Interatate lawa, and la punishable In 
the federal courta by a heavy fine and 
imprisonment. 

Remember that it is unlawful to ahlp 
either within or without the state, by 
freight, express, parcels post, or any 
common carrier, any quail, native 
pheasant, or wild turkey. 

Now, Mr. Hunter, you will say if ap- 
proached that you Intend to get your 
license bjBfore hunting. It is neces- 
sary to Durchase your license from 
the county clerk of the county in 
which you resMe. There will be many 
hunters Is the fields on the opening 
day. November 15. WSiat would be the 
condition at your county clerk's office 
if you waited until November 14 to 
get your license? There would be con- 
gestion. Tou would atand in line many 
houra waiting your tnm and Uiea pos- 
Bibly go away without It. Tou had 
made your arrangements to go hunting 
early the next morniitg and would go 
afieli} without your license. Mr. Oame 
Warden would happen along and you 
would be distressed and embarraased. 
Why take a chanoaV ,^ ^

F. C. Howe 

On The Advantages of Free Ports 

Mr. F. c. Howe, Federal Conunlaaloner of Immlgrik' 
tlon. who is one of the best American authorltiM on 
marine commerce, in discussing the relation of tree porta 
to the development of sea trade said in part: 

"Ships will go hundreds of miles out of their way to 
avoid ports surrounded by a tariff wall. The only way, 
therefore, for a country with a tariff to compete la the 
shipping world with a free-trade country is to establish 
free ports at strategical points along its coast line. Ger- 
many has done so, and id a comparatively short period 
has built up a carrying trade which before the war was 
seriously threatening England's supremacy. Hamburg, 
one of the three Oermaa tree porta, now raaka as tb» second greateat aeaport 
in the world, lu total foreign oommeree In IMS being only 96,000,000 under 
that of Nwpr York. 

The firee port would offer great opportunity for financial operations, now 
made possible by the recent currency act. It would stimulate international 
banking, and would tend to shift the financial center of the world to thla 
country. And America, by the log^c of events, has become the natural center 
for the world's financing, just aa London became that center several centuries 
ago. when it shifted from the cities of the Netherlands. But the financial 
center will only move to this country when it becomes a clearing house of 
goods as well as of money. For credit the world over is created by currently 
created wealth in transit or change ao that our ilnancial expansion la depend- 
ent upon the opening up of American ports to the dearance of the wealth of 
the world. A port ahould not operate to yield a return on the Investment, 
but to develop the prosperity of the Muntry." In recapitulating the advan- 
tages, Mr. How* brings out the importance of the free port In developing our 
ahlpptng and UBklng ns with South America, Asia aqd Africa, and then eon* 
eludes: 

"The moat important gain is the direct gain to America. It will cheapen 
commodities by bringing great quantities of goods to our doors for importa- 
tion or export, as trade needs demand. It will stimulate the growth of export- 
ing houses, which can hold goods for an indefinite period without payment of 
tarUt duea <otten equal to the cost of the article Itaalf) for disposal to meet 
the trade dam«nda of the whoM world. It win upbuild international credit

Each religion has its own, but thoe 
Is one Thanlnvlvlns day for all, when 
■11, of whatever Csttb, can. in their 
own way, call on Ood and praise Je- 
sus or Mohammed or Buddhs. 

Nov. 18, 1787, was our first national 
Thanksgiving day, ordained by the act 
of the Continental congress and pro- 
claimed by George Washington. The 
day was set apart, lu the words of the 
resolution, to express gratitude that 
God had been pleased to "smile on us in 
the prosecution of a Just and necessary 
war for the defense and establishment 
of our nnalienable rights and liberty." 

The constitution bad Just been adopt- 
ed, and before the act setting aside this 
day of thanksgiving bad l>een finall}- 
passed there had been not a little dis- 
cussion In coni^resa about the propriety 
of the presldeut s asliing people to give 
thanks for a constitution for which 
some of them were not thankfuL 

It was later that tho last Thuniday 
in November came to be the day 
chosen, when no marked event Indi- 
cated another day, and the thanks of 
the nation, united under the constitu- 
tion, were expressed on Nov. 28, 1788. 
Since that day the custom has never 
been omitted entirely, although until 
the civil war it was only occasionally 
olwerved except lu New England. 

It was our civil war which brought 
the people to a new sense of national 
oneness, and since 1803 the president 
of the United States has annually is- 
sued a proclamation of thanksgiving. 

But what president or prophet or 
sage In 1861 could have dreamed that 
half a century later the lines of such 
a proclamation would go out into all 
tbe woHdt

Big Turkey Market 

Riobmond is essentially a big tur- 
key market — one of the largest in the 
State. A company composed of the fol- 
lowing local buyers, S. W. Norman, M. 
Wides, J. H. Asbell, Uoberley Brothers, 
Chas. Embry and R. F. Redden, have 
purchased several thousand of the birds 
for ihe Thankeivine market. On Sat- 
urday the company shipped a car con- 
taining 1,300 dressed turkeys: on Mon- 
day a car containing 1,800; Tuesday a 
big freight ear. and today they will 
ship another. This company has pur 
chased more than 0.000 turkeys, paying 
therefor 17 cents a pound, or a grand 
total of about $12,000 to date. These 
turkeys were all dressed and prepared 
for shipment right here in Richmond, 
and the lar^e sum of money was paid 
out to the farmers of Madison county, 
which in turn will be spent with the 
merohants of the city. On Sunday the 
Company will express a ear of birds 
probably, to Providence, Rhode Island 
Most of the shipments have been made 
to Boston, Mass., the center of the 
turkey market of the world. 

The wide-awake firm of F. H. Gordon 
& Co. have bought several thousand 
birds and distributed several tlM^^^nd 
dollars among the farmers and laborers 
The turkeys handled by this firm were 
prepared for shipment here in Richmond 
and were shipped to Eastern markets 
Il can safely be estimated that $20,000 
will go into the pockets of the farmers 
from Richmond buyers for Tbanksgivinir 
turkey^.
